The Annual Meeting of the Cheshire County Delegation 
was held at the County Farm on Saturday, February 13, 1960. 
The meeting was called to order by chairman McCullough at 
2 P. M. with the following members present: O'Neil, Gowing, 
Pike, Turner, Stearns, Gordon, Haley, Terrill, McCullough, 
Wheeler, Bennett,, Brown, Forbes, Allen, Bouvier, Hackler, 
Congdon, Ballam, Galloway, Frost, Clark, Tolman, Eaton, and 
Swett. 

It was unanimously voted to thank Mr. and Mrs. MecGirr 
for their hospitality and excellent dinner provided the dele- 
gation. 

The meeting went into executive session, and Senator 
Katon moved that the Press and County Commissioners be in- 
vited to the meeting but would be excused if any personal 
matters were discussed by the delegation. 

The budget was thoroughly discussed item by item and 
appropriations made as follows:

In connection with the Budget Item on Support of Poor 
Off Farm Mrs. Tolman moved with a second that $7000 be 
appropriated. This was declared by the Chairman to be voted 
in the negative and not passed. Mrs. Gordon moved with a 
second that $8000 for Support of Poor Off Farm be approved. 
This was declared voted in the affirmative and passed by the 
Chairman. 

In connection with the Budget Item on Old Age Assistance 
Senator Haton remarked on Personal Privilege that he be- 
lieved the County would be short on the $9000 voted by the 
delegation. ‘The Chairman ordered the Clerk to so note. 

In connection with the $17,500 for Purchase of Armory 
Mrs. Gordon moved and it was duly seconded that the Delega- 
tion vote $17,500 for the purchase of the Armory. 

Senator Eaton spoke against the motion. He felt it was 
unfair to Keene to have the County keep this property. 

Mr. Frost spoke in favor of the motion. He recalled that 
the delegation voted in a special Delegation Meeting in Con- 
cord to buy the property. Mr. Frost said that he believed that 
County Government would continue for a long time and that 
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several towns bordering Cheshire County might wish to join 
Cheshire County. This would place increased demands for 
larger facilities on the Court House, and the Armory Property 
would be the logical area for expansion. 

Mr. Allen spoke in favor of the motion. He felt that 
Keene would use the property for a business income proposi- 
tion. 

Chairman McCullough asked Mr. Ballam to take the 
Chair and then spoke against the motion. Mr. McCullough 
felt the County had no use for the property and the City of 
Keene did. Mr. McCullough said the expense of keeping the 
property by the County would be excessive, amounting to 
$8,0000-$10,000 a year. 

With Mr. McCullough resuming the chair Mrs. Gordon 
spoke in favor of the motion, stating in her opinion Keene 
would rent the property and assume the cost of maintenance 
and repairs. 

Mrs. Tolman spoke in favor of the motion. Mrs. Tolman 
thought the property should first be appraised and that it 
was worth too much to the County to be released. 

Mr. McCullough read a letter from Keene City Manager 
Donald Chick stating that he, Donald Chick, had never con- 
sidered or said that he would use the Armory Property. Mr. 
Chick felt this was the duty of the City Council. 

Mr. Stearns spoke in favor of the motion and stated all 
negotiations with Keene for use of the property should be 
after the County purchased the Armory. 

Mr. Clark spoke briefly in favor of the motion. 

Mr. Haley spoke briefly against the motion. 

Mr. Bennett spoke in favor of the motion, saying he felt 
the Commissioners would use the property wisely. 

Mr. Galloway requested a roll call on the motion. 

Mr. Frost spoke a second time in favor of the motion. 

Mr. McCullough then put the question to the delegation 
that the County acquire the Armory Property for $17,500. The 
motion carried on a roll call vote recorded as follows:

Mr. Frost moved that the sum of $1000 be withdrawn from 
the Bond Account for the following: 

12 aluminum windows—Chapel 
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13 aluminum windows—Annex : 

This was duly seconded and declared voted in the affirma- 
tive by the Chairman. 

Mrs. Tolman moved that $2940 be withdrawn from the 
30nd Account for new windows on the County Farm Porches. 

This was duly seconded and declared voted in the affirma- 
tive by the Chairman. 

Mr. Galloway moved that $1440 be withdrawn from the 

30nd Account for 24 over-bed tables. 

This was duly seconded and declared voted in the affirma- 
tive by the Chairman. 

Mr. Ballam moved that $600 be withdrawn from the Bond 
Account for 12 Teeter Chairs. 

This was duly seconded and declared voted in the affirma- 
tive by the Chairman. 

An interesting movie on Physical Therapy was shown by 
Mr. MecGirr during the meeting. 

The Chairman declared the Estimated Source of Revenue 
figures as noted below would be accepted as read unless other- 
wise ordered by the delegation. There was no opposition to 
this.

The Cheshire County Convention met in the Court House 
at 2 p. m. on August 29, 1960 in accordance with the eall of 
the Chairman on written request from the County Commis- 
sioners.

Commissioners Pierce and Barker attended, also Mr. Knee 
of the Keene Evening Sentinel and Mr. Allen of the Union 
Leader. 

Chairman McCullough read the Call to the Meeting and 
distributed copies of the Resolution proposed by the Executive 
Committee :— 


RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS The resolution passed by the Cheshire County 
Delegation at its last meeting is difficult of imterpretation 
and is not clear to the County Commissioners or to the Regis- 
ter of Deeds, and 
WHEREAS, Terms on which the photostat machine is to be 
used by the Register of Deeds were not specifically stated in 
the aforesaid resolution; Therefore, be it 
RESOLVED, That in this special session of the Cheshire Coun- 
ty Delegation, holden at the Cheshire County Court House, 
August 29, 1960, in accordance with the legal notice of this 
meeting, provisions for the use of the photostat machine by 
the Register of Deeds be as follows :— 

1. One-tenth (1/10) of the purchase price and installation 
costs, plus operating expenses of the photostat machine 
in excess of normal operating expenses shall be paid over 
by the Register of Deeds annually to the County Com- 
missioners of Cheshire County, until the full cost of pur- 
chase and installation shall have been paid. 
2. Normal operating expenses shall be deemed to be the 
cost of electricity, water and supplies for the full year of 
1958, the supplies to be comparable with the supplies used 
in the manual operation of copying deeds and records. 
3. The County Commissioners shall set aside in a “special 
fund” any money received from the Register of Deeds, 
in amortization of the cost of the photostat machine, plus 
the cost of installation, plus excess operating expenses: 
this “special fund” not to be used for any purpose other 
than replacement of the photostat machine or parts there- 
of, unless otherwise ordered by the Cheshire County Dele- 
gation. — 

Mrs. Gordon moved the Resolution be adopted, motion 
duly seconded. 

Mr. Terry expressed regret that immediate action was 
called for with no time for consideration of the resolution. 

In answer to questions from the Delegation, Chairman 
McCullough and Mr. Miskelly explained that ten years is the 
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usual period for writing off the cost of stationary equipment 
and therefore is fair to both sides. Mr. McCullough explained 
that there are no separate meters for water and electricity for 
the office of the Register of Deeds so the total increases over 
the year 1958 would be used. Mr. Miskelly stated that six New 
Hampshire counties had photostat machines but they had no 
method of writing them off. 

Mr. McCullough read a letter from the County Attorney 
explaining why the earher resolution regarding the photo- 
stat machine had proved unworkable and suggesting a sub- 
titute resolution. At the request of a delegate this is made a 
part of the public record and appended hereto. 

Mr. McCullough also read a statement from the Register 
of Deeds giving his total income for both county and private 
work and his net income after deducting the salaries of office 
assistants. 

Mrs. Gordon explained that the new resolution proposed 
by the Executive Committee fulfilled the intent of the earlier 
resolution. 

Previous question moved; Resolution passed by Roll Call 

vote.

Mr. Pickett moved that the earlier resolution be rescinded ;

REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the citizens of Cheshire County: 

In keeping with the statutes of the State of New Hamp- 
shire, the Commissioners present their annual report for the 
year 1960. 

The County acquired the Armory property from the City 
of Keene for the agreed price of $17,500.00. The Commissioners 
have allowed the City to use the property on a day to day 
basis until April Ist after which it is hoped a lease will be 
executed with the City. 

There were 56 children on the County Board and care list 
at the end of the year. Many of these children, most of which 
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are in foster homes outside of Keene, have been brought in 
for dental, medical and optical attention, and a few have been 
taken as far as Hanover clinic, by our County visitor. Also 
adults from the families on relief have to be transported to 
elinies. Calls for aid have increased a great deal during the 
past year especially the latter part when unemployment in- 
ereased so much. Aid for dependent soldiers’ families has to 
be kept entirely separate from regular relief and for the first 
time, we now have as many service men’s families as the other. 

Old Age Assistance has increased and there are now forty- 
one persons on County OAA and five receiving Aid to the 
Permanently and Totally Disabled. With the increased cost of 
hospital and medical services, the total expense to the County is 
larger than ever before, OAA alone now averaging over $800.00 
per month. 

Quantities of Surplus Foods have been distributed and 
the County is cooperating with the State Surplus Commodities 
Distributors. ; 

Many improvements have been made at the County Farm 
as you will note in Superintendent McGirr’s report on another 
page. 

The cooperation and help of all County employees has 
been very much appreciated.

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ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS AND TREASURER 

All orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk of the 
Superior Court during the periods under review were examined 
and compared with corresponding entries in the treasurer’s 
records. Supporting invoices and payrolls were also examined 
and the classification of expenditures noted. Proof of the 
Treasurer’s balance as of December 31, 1959, is shown in Ex- 
hibit Q. 

CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 

The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of Court 
of Cheshire County were examined. Court receipts were 
checked by source, insofar as possible, and found to be proper- 
ly recorded. Court orders issued by the Clerk were supported 
by invoices, vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval of a 
Superior Court Justice. 

COUNTY FARM 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of the 
County Farm were examined. Receipts of the County Farm 
were checked by source through the triplicate receipt forms. 
All receipts, as recorded in the cash book, were properly ac- 
counted for by the Superintendent through remittances to the 
County Treasurer. ) 

Classified summaries of receipts and expenditures of the 
County Institutions for the years 1958 and 1959 are presented 
in Exhibits I and U, respectively. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Approval of Bills for Payment: 

All bills should be approved in writing by the County 
Commissioners before payment is made. The procedure which 
is usually followed consists of the use of an “Approved” stamp 
and initialing by the Commissioners on each bill at the time 
of processing for payment. 

Expenses of County Attorney: 


All expense accounts of the County Attorney including 
expenses incurred in out of state travel, should be approved 
by a Justice of the Superior Court before payment is made. 
This is in accordance with the provisions of R. S. A.—Chapter 
7, Section 36, as quoted herewith: 

“The solicitors shall be allowed their actual ex- 
penses incurred in the discharge of their official du- 

ties while away from their offices, and shall be paid 

quarterly for their salaries and expenses, except in 

Hillsborough County, where payment shall be made 

monthly. Their expense accounts shall be submitted to 

some justice of the superior court for his approval be- 
fore the same are paid.” 
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Record of County Farm Receipts and Expenditures: 


It is recommended that the use of the standard printed 
form for recording the receipts and expenditures of the County 
Farm, according to the uniform classifications, be adopted. 


Conclusion: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 184 of the 
Laws of 1955, a copy of this report or a summary of its findings 
and recommendations (letter of transmittal) should be pub- 
lished in the next annual report of the County. This letter 
of transmittal should be included in its entirety but the pub- 
lieation of Exhibits is optional.

To the Honorable Board of Commissioners we hereby sub- 
mit our annual report for the year ending December 31, 1960, 
for the Maplewood Hospital and Home. 

This year past has seen another objective reached—the 
acceptance by the Board of Hospital Services, Mr. Lester K. 
Billings, Executive Secretary, in granting us our Nursing Hos- 
pital License and the formal presentation of that license to 
you, the Commissioners by Mr. Billings. This is certainly some- 
thing of which the people of the County of Cheshire can be. 
justly proud. 

Our generator that we purchased through surplus proper- 
ties has proven its cost and more several times in furnishing 
power and lights throughout the plant when Public Service 
Co. has been forced to cut our power due to breakdowns, ete. 
We are thankful for our New Equipment Garage, a splendid 
addition to our plant. 

Miss Sawyer, our Occupational Therapist, assisted by Mrs. 
John D. MacAllister with her monthly birthday parties and 
those wonderful birthday cakes brought great joy to our resi- 
dents. Miss Sawyer has made splendid progress with the folks, 
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making belts, holders, baby shoes, etc., with many of the arti- 
cles displayed and offered for sale in the office. 

The farm has done well in supplying us with fresh vege- 
tables, milk, and fresh eggs for the institution and at the same 
time serving as good therapy for the House of Correction. 

Due to conditions beyond our control our TV eable has 
not been completed as yet, though a building and forty foot 
pole for the antenna has been erected on top of Cass Hill with 
a right of way twenty feet wide and fourteen feet high and 
a mile long ready to accept the cable. I am told by the Engineer 
that it could be finished by the time of the Delegation Meeting. 

May we at this time thank the clergy of all faiths for our 
spiritual care; Dr. O’Connor, our regular doctor, and also Dr. 
Buttrick and Dr. Murray Jr., who make up our hospital staff, 
for their splendid help and care of our patients. 

To the personnel at the County office at the Court House, 
to Sheriff Walker and his department, Dr. Grimes, the staff 
here at the Home, the Salvation Army and the many kind and 
thoughtful organizations, and you, the Commissioners, the 
residents of the Home and Hospital join Mrs. McGirr and my- 
self in saying thank you most sincerely.

County: 

As County Attorney for the County of Cheshire, I am sub- 
mitting my annual report for the year ending December 31, 
1960. This report covers the work required of the office of the 
County Attorney and details the type and number of cases that 
were processed through this office. 


This year was an exceptionally active year insofar as the 
work of the County Attorney’s office was concerned as, in ad- 
dition to the regular duties, it involved the defense of the 
county in an action brought by the architect for the remodel- 
ing work done at the County Farm.

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FIRE MUTUAL AID SYSTEM 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners and the Voters 
of Cheshire County. 


As Secretary of the Southwestern New Hampshire District 
Fire Mutual Aid System I submit my report for the year 1960. 


The past years’ record again illustrates the great value of 
our communications network. The Control Base Station, finan- 
cially maintained by the County and operated most efficiently 
by the permanent men of the Keene Fire Department, handled 
2541 emergency messages. These included 848 fires to which 
were dispatched 1421 pieces of fire apparatus. The network 
was also used in five cases of drowning, two searches for lost 
persons, two lost hunters, two downed planes, requests for 
police, doctors, ambulances, resuscitators and many others. 


The State Forest Fire Service figures show the County to 
consist of 80% woodlands. The forest fire record perhaps more 
clearly illustrates the value of our radios. There were 34 forest 
fires reported in the County last year, the County fire depart- 
ments and Forest Fire Wardens working together held these 
fires to an average of 2/10 of an acre burned per fire. Com- 
munications between the Dispatch Center and all Forest Fire 
Lookouts are maintained during the fire season on the state 
network. 


We were fortunate to obtain, through the Civil Defense 
Surplus Property Program, a new 1.5 KW automatic starting 
auxiliary power generator for the Repeater Station. We 
changed the operation of the engine to LP gas, purchased a 
new 24 volt battery, added a radio tone warning device which 
operates when the public utility service fails, and installed 
this unit along with a 14 day LP fuel supply at a total cost to 
the County of $202.73. 


The member towns continued to add to their radio equip- 
ment. We now have 62 trucks radio equipped, these, together 
with Handie-Talkie sets and other units bring the valuation of 
the network to $113,902.00 and does not include some 80 home 
monitors purchased by the individual firemen. 


The addition of six new pumping engines, two tank trucks, 
and one truck equipped for forest fire work further increases 
the fire-fighting potential of our Fire Mutual Aid Organization. 
The Meadowood County, Area Department has a new, com- 
pletely equipped rescue truck plus a new combination squad 
car and ambulance, also a 65’ aerial-ladder truck on order. 
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These units respond automatically to all building fires in 12 
towns and all other towns at the request of the dispatcher. 


It has been a pleasure to work with the Commissioners and 
their office staff. On behalf of the entire Fire Mutual Aid 
membership I wish to thank them for their fine assistance and 
cooperation throughout the year.
